wards spring in the small laying 
flock. Mortality, culls and egg 
production loss, due to this prob- 
lem, all reduce the profits from 
the enterprise. 


As can be seen by looking at 
these things and the times they 
generally occur, housing of the 
flock is the major contributor, It 
is true that some strains are more 
nervous than others and that some 
nutritional deficiencies may cause 
trouble, but by far the majority 
are caused by overcrowding, little 
or no ventilation and lack of feed- 
er and water space. 


_A year ago I saw a case of 400 
leghorn pullets that started this 
vice at one day of age. Things got 
80 bad that they had to debeak 
the birds by one week. On lodk- 
ing over the premists we found 
that the chicks had been reared in 
an unventilated brooder house 
which was large enough but in 
which the temperature at the 
walls was 93 degrees. These chieks 
were definitely unhappy and you 
could both see and hear it if you 
cared to look. 

At least one-half square foot of 
floor space per chick is essential 
and double if they are to be con- 
fined ‘for more than four to six 
weeks. Enough feeders to allow all 
chicks and poults to eat at one 
time are also a good investment. 
Brooder temperatures of 95 de- 
grees are common, but this is the 
temperatire at the brooder and 
not at the wall where it should 
never be more than 75 degrees 
unless the chicks are sick. 

- Lots of fresh air for both chicks 
and layers‘is an absolute essen- 
tial, They need oxygen and al- 
though you may not be able to 
see the lack of oxygen in the air, 
you can sure see it in the uncom-

In 1962 summerfallow wheat 
averaged 21.9 bushels w hile wheat 
sown on stubble averaged 15.6 
bushels per acre. 


For other major field crops, the 
/average yields in 1963, in bushels 
per acre, obtained from summer- 
fallow with stubble yields in brac- 
kets, were: Oats 60.6 (42.8), Bare 
ley 41.1 (29.9), flaxseed 14.4 (11.0), 
rapeseed 21.1 (12.6). 

The percentage of these crops 
grown on summerfallow in 1963 
lin the Prairie provinces, with per- 
centages sown on stubble .in brac- 
lkets, were: Wheat 81 (19), oats

SIXTH SURVEY 

This is the sixth year that @ 
survey was conducted by DBS in 
lco-operation with provincial agri- 
leulture departments to ascertain 
the relationship of average yields 
obtained by farmers in the prairie 
| provinces for crops grown on Sum 
merfallow and stubble, as well as 
the distribution of the acreage of 
the major field crop between sum- 
merfallow and stubble. 

Summerfallow wheat sown on 
the Prairies in 1963 resulted in 
production of 603,500,000 bushels. 
Stubble production of wheat 
totalled 99,500,000 bushels for 4 
total of 703,000,000 bushels, Total

The 1963 production re- 
sulted from a total of 26,996,000 
seeded acres.

The 
plaque will be unveiled jointly by 
Mrs. Alice Parks and Mr. IL 
Lockwood, longtime residents of the 
village.

BOATING 
CLINIC 


Beginning of the season is a, 

time when many boats. change 
hands. And the fact that there 
are hazards and pitfalls in the 
buying of a second hand boat is 
shown-it the following questions 
I've been asked over the past 
five or six spring seasons. 
I'm thinking of buying a ply- 
wood boat which leaks a little. 
The owner says it will swell-up 
tight in a day or so, Is this 
true? 

Yes, it will swell up. Probably 
rot, too. The seams on plywood 
boats, generally speaking, 
should be filled with seam com- 
pound and made impervious to 
water with paint or some. other 
covering, Only lapstrake, strip 
or planked boats require soak~- 
ing to be tight. Every other 
kind should be tight before wet- 
ting. 

I have just bought a boat with 
a 20 hp, outboard motor, Will 
it. pull’a water skier? 

Yes, unless the boat is a big 

water logged clunker, or the 
skier is a baby elephant, Here's 
the rule of thamb: on an aver- 
age light planing hull, it takes 
15 hp. for the first water skier 
and another 10 hp. for each 
extra one, A 75 hp. motor on 
a medium weight. boat will put 
seven skiers. Eighteen miles an 
hour is about a minumum speed 
‘for skiing. 
I'm getting a boat with a 90 
hp. motor which the former 
owner capsized, Any adyice? 
Wow! This above all, get to 
know your boat... and its limi- 
tations. Try it in tight turns, 
choppy water, close quarters, 
before you blast off. Remember 
it’a like a new boot .., . it needs 
breaking in. 
I can buy (very cheaply) a fibre 
glass boat with 13 bullet holes 
in it (boys used it as a target). 
Holes are patched, Is this 
serious 7 s 

No. Particularly if patches are 
neat. Even if they aren't they 
can .be re-done and sanded 
down. the bullet holes would 
not create cracks or fractures 
that might appear later, 

I want to buy a fibre glass boat 
and motor on time payments. 
How will it depreciate? 

Figure the rate of depreciation 
at about half that of a car of 
comparable cost, Frequently its 
less, 

A fast inboard runabout I can 
buy is 20 years old and in ter- 
rifle shape, Is this a good sign? 

Could be a bad one, Scfhe 
boats are of such poor design, 
nobody ever gave them a work- 
out. Be sure to give it a’ 100 
per cent try-out heforé you com- 
mit yourself,
